When Thomas A. Edison made 


the world's first full-scale test of 
his new electric-light bulb in illu- 
minating a section 
of New York 


City. 


It was September 4, 1882. A long 


time ago, perhaps,, but even as late 
as 1912 many of the homes in East- 
ern cities were lighted by gas — 30 


rs later. 
.Jdison had had many setbacks 


before the. full-scale test in New 
York''City, but so great was his re- 
putation as an inventor that the 
mere announcement of what he was 
trying to do caused a panic in the 
stock of gas companies. And as the 
gas quotations declined the price of 
Edison company securities boomed. 


As early as 1879 Edison had ex- 


hibited an electric lamp., with a 
carbon filament — but this wasn't 
poetical 
for full-scale use in a 


Whole section of New York. 


He finally settled on a filament of 


bamboo, grown especially for him 
by a Japanese 
farmer — and it 


stood the New York test and con- 
tinued to 
be used 
for 10 years. 


Later Edison obtained a cellulose 
filament, and finally the tungsten 
which is standard today. 


Among the business houses which 


figured 
in that 
metropolitan ex- 


tijfriment was the New York Times, 
aim the Times said it spelled the 
end of the era of gas lighting — re- 
ducing eyestrain and eliminating 
the odor of the old vapor lights. 


It was a true prophecy — and yet 


it required 30 years for electricity 
to come into Eastern homes gen- 
erally. Hope 
had electric lights 


almost immediately, compared with 
Eastern cities. This was because

:ady had illuminating systems 
ported by gas 
extracted from 


coal. The switch-over was expen- 
sive and slow. But the Western and 
Southern towns, not having central 
gas systems to begin with, started 
Irom scratch with electricity.

That's a fitting footnote on the 


big Washington conference between 
President Eisenhower, Sir Wiston 
Churchill, Secretary of State Dulles 
and Britain's Foreign 
Secretary 


Edeh. 


The four men, meeting when the 


United States and Britain are fur- 
lier apart than any time since the 


'war, got together last Frdiay. They 


talked as a quartet and in pairs. 
Eisenhower and Churchill yester- 
day issued a joint statement on 
their talks. It was as vague as a 
statement of its kind could be. 
. They said they "would press for- 
ward with plans for collective" de- 
fense of Southeast Asia against the 
Communists. But they didn't say 
what kind of alliance it would be, 
who'd be in it, or how it would 
work or even when. 


They said, in fact, they'd con- 


sider two plans for collective de- 
fense: one in case 
the 
French 


reach agreement with the Commu- 
nists on a truce in Indochina, an- 
other if they don't. 
/ 


That aline—the uncertainty about 


a truce — made it impossible: for 
the President and British Prime 
Minister to be exact on when their 
plans would be ready on the col- 
lective agreement could go into 
effect: 


Itimight be a year. 'Yet, time is 


important. The longer $he alliance 
or any. organized opposition is de- 
layed, the more time the Commu- 
nists have- to infiltrate and subvert 
Indochina's neighbors in' Southeast 
Asia. 


Even if there was an alliance 


— which seems to be .all the Unit- 
ed 
States 
can think of ot the 


moment — it might never be able 
to go into action if there was no 
direct aggression — say by the Chi 
nese Communists 
across a fron- 


tier. 
'. 
' 


The Communists by now may 


look upon direct aggression as old- 
fashioned. Why waste men, mater- 
ial and the chance of defeat by 
open attack if they can gain the 
same end by internal revolution? 


The British, judging from 
the 


joint statement, 
yielded nothing 


and added nothing new on 
.the 


problem of Southeast. Asia. Eden 
before the Geneva conference on 
Indochina 
bgah April 26, said 


Britain would be willing to consid- 
er an alliance. 


Ho 1»H down a c ondition: Brit- 


ain would not take part in such an 
alliance before the Geneva confer-, 
ence had a chance to show wheth- 
er it could achieve a truce in Indo- 
china. 


According to the language of the 


joint statement, 
Britain is still 


sticking Vb that policy since 
the 


collective defense mentioned in ths 
statement is contingent upon a fi- 
npl. settlement, or failure in 
the 


Geneva talks. 


From this it would seem that 


if anyone yielded in these Wash- 
ington talks it was 
the United 


States, which 
judging by Dulles' 


sudden please for an alliance be- 
fore the Geneva conferenc —want- 
ed it in a hurry.
